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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application claims benefit of the foreign applications: 

France 0400123 with a filing date 01/08/2004; and France 0409257 with a filing date 
09/01/2004. The English-translated versions of the certified foreign priority documents 
have been filed to the Office, the instant foreign priority has been granted. 

2. Amendment of claim 1 9, 30-33, 35-36, cancellation of claims 20-29, and addition 
of claims 37-38 in the amendment filed on December 18, 2008 is acknowledged. Claims 
19 and 30-38 are pending in the application. No new matter has been found. Since the 
newly added claims 37-38 are commensurate within the scope of the invention, claims 

1 9 and 30-38 are prosecuted in the case. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the 

changes and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be 
filed as provided by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an 
amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 
Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with B. J. Sadoff on February 25, 2009. The application has been amended 
as follows: 
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In claim 19, page 3, lines 19-20, delete ", with the exception of compounds 
represented by formula (I) in which R 3 and/or R' 3 represents a heterocycle group 
selected from dithiolane or morpholine" 

In claim 30, line 2, after "one of the", delete "groups Gi or G'l represents a sulfur 
atom with I taking the value 3 or 7", and insert 

-- G 3 , G' 3 or G 7 represents a sulfur atom- 
Delete claims 33, and 36-38. 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. Since claim 36 has been canceled, then rejection of claim 36 under 35 

U.S.C. 112, first paragraph has been obviated herein. 

5. The rejection of claims 32 and 35 under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph has 
been overcome in the amendment filed on December 18, 2008. 

6. Since the instant variables X2, X2, X6 and X8 independently represent alkyl, 
group, the rejection of claims 19, 31-32 and 34-35 under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) or 103(a) 
over Najib et al. has been overcome in the amendment December 18, 2008. Since 
claims 20-29 and 36 have been canceled, the rejection of claims 20-29 and 36 under 35 
U.S.C. 102(a) or 103(a) has been obviated herein. 

7. Since the instant variables X2, X2, X6 and X8 independently represent alkyl, 
group, the rejection of claims 19, 30-32 and 34-35 under the obviousness-type double 
patenting over Najib et al. co-pending application No. 10/520,078 or 10/520,079 has 
been overcome in the amendment filed on December 18, 2008. Since claims 20-29 and 
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36 have been canceled, the rejection of claims 20-29 and 36 under the obviousness- 
type double patenting has been obviated herein. 

8. Claims 19, 30-32 and 34-35 are neither anticipated nor rendered obvious over 
the art of record, and therefore are allowable. A suggestion for modification of a 
reference to obtain the instant compounds/compositions has not been found. Claims 
19, 30-32 and 34-35 are allowed.
